Mrs. Emma Bougher of 8451 . Lowell 
street, Baden, for 28 years a résident 
of the United States, is being held at 
Ellis Island,’ in danger or deportation, 
because she cannot. buy a ticket. back 


to St. Louis, and her husband, 74 years 
old and penniless, is unabdie to send_her 
the money. 

William Bougher, the husband, has 

been.out of work for months, ~The mon- 
éy his wife spent on a trip to visit rela- 
4ives at their old home in England: rep- 
resented their savings of years. There 
Was not enough for both, and.it was de- 
cided: that she should have the: 
‘Boughtr has failed te ‘take otit nat- 
uralization papers, and “for this reason 
his wife is technically subject to instant 
deportation. . 

Authorities at Ellis Island,’ however, 
hesitated about aaking ‘this ‘step on 
account of Mrs,’ Bougher’s long resi- 
dencé in this country. They wrote to 
her relatives in England, although she 
told them she. doubted whether they 
could send her money enough for the 
ticket . ~~ Louis. e 


ord From Eagiand 
Although in Bougher. has been held 


two weeks by the immigration officials. 
no word has been received ‘from. her 
family-in England. 

“"T can’t see why they are holding 
my wife,” said Bougher, Friday. “We 
have lived in St. Louis 26 years. When 
my wife. went to England to visit 
relatives she had a sum of money 
which we believed would be sufficient 
for her to make the round trip. 

“Three months ago I became too ill 
to work. . I ‘have just been able to 
subsist. 

Has Good Reputation. 

“About a week ago I received a letter 

from my wife telling me that she was 
detained at Ellis Island and that they 
would, not let her enter the. country 
because she did not have money to pay 
her fare from New York +o St. Louis. 
Bhe said in the lettér than the Christian 
Endeavor Society of New York had 
promised to aid her. I wrote her that 
"had no money. 
. “Yesterday an agent of the Immi- 
gration Department called here to see 
me and I gave him all the facts. I 
have hopes that my wife will soon be 
permitted to come home, -_ I am help- 
less in the matter.”

The jury which had heard the evi- 
dénce reported to Judge Taylor at 10

nine to three for acquittal. Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Rudolph then entered 
his nolle pros. This was the second 
mistrial of the ‘case. 

Since her arrest in December, the 
young woman had tried six times fo 
kill herself, and her face, when not 
dejected, inyariably was sphinx-like. But 
her reserve melted . when: this ‘action 
was taken and she laughed. She was 
in high good humor ali the way to: the 
Four Courts, and joked with detectives 
about the trouble she had given them.

Mrs. Edith Melbep angrily extlaimed| 


when she sighted Howard /Kirk, after 
a minimum ‘sentence of 20 years had 


‘been imposed upon her for killing her 
only child by forcing acid down the 


boy’s throat. Love for Kirk, the prose- 
cution CON FANE caused her to commit 
the crime. 

Kirk winced under her accusation, but 
he did not offer a reply. 

“Why didn’t they kill me,” Mrs. Mel- 
ber screamed as she was led away: “I 
only wish they had taken my life; I’m 
ready to die."’ 

A verdict of murder in the second 
degree was returned by the jury after 
about two hours’ deliberation. 

After giving the verdict severa) {u- 
rors sought John H. Dugan of Mrs 
Melber’s counsel and one of them, with 
tears in his eyes, explained that the 
jurors had agréed that the return of 
such a verdict would not keep Mrs. 
@Melber from the insare asylum if she 
is demented, but would operate 
yent her confinement in such an Ynsti- 
tution with the chance of a discharge 
later on insanity proceedings.

| Many Lawyers. 


In an insanity proceeding against 
Mrs. Clara Taylor, which went to 
trial Friday in the Probate Court, th 
unusual charge was set up that her 
mania has taken the form of delight 
in litigation. | 

Mrs. Taylor is suing Bollman Bros:, 
piano dealers, for $10,000 for damages 
she says she sustained when a package 
thrown from their float in the Centen- 
nial. parade struck her on the head. 
Randolph Laughlin, their lawyer, offered 
the defense, when the suit was*called 
Jan. 17 in Judge Shields’ court, that 
Mrs. Taylor was of unsound mind. 
Judge Shields indicated that, he ‘had 
better establish that if he wanted to 
make it a défense, and continued the 
case to next Monday. Herman Bollman. 
of_the piano firm. then brought the Pro- 
Late Court proceedings against ry. , 
Taylor. 

Laughlin in his opening statement, 
said that Mrs. Taylor was “of a Hti- 
gous disposition,” and that the ob- 
ject of the proceeding was to protect 
her from séeing lawyers to _ bring 
suits, and from paying them fees: 

“But you charge that she ig in- 
sane,” Judge Holtcamp said. : 
~ “I &o not wish to set up that direct 
charge,” said Daughlin..— . 

“Isn't it the charge in the petition? 
‘It is a pretty serious thing to bring 
such a charge and then say you dof 
not want to.make it directly. But I 
will hear your witnesses.”’ 

Laughlin called Mrs. Taylor, and 
brought out in her testimony that eight 
years ago her husband, Edward C: Tay- 
lor, had her committed to St. Vincent's 
Asylum for the Insane, where she re- 
mained two years. She got out on a writ 
of habeas corpus, and sued the insti- 
tution ‘for $25,000 damages, but sub- 
sequentiy withdrew the action. 

About the same time there was an 
inquest into her sanity at Clayton and 
she was deolared .of sound mind. 

Laughlin wanted to know what she 
paid her lawyer and who he was. She 
said that he was Frank L. Ottofy and 
that she pafd him $1500. She was very 
grateful to him, she said. 

Laughlin brought out that Mrs. Tay- 
or had been consulting | several law- 
yers, but the nature of the suit she con- 
templated did not appear. She asked 
if she knew J. Butler McCormick, and 
she said she did not.. Then he pro- 
duced a petition signed by McCormick 
as attorney and asked if he had not 
drawn it for. her. She. said she could 
remember no lawyer by that name. 

George B, Webster, Mrs. Taylor’s law- 
yer, said that if. consulting attorneys 
indicated insanity, the majority of St. 
Louisans were insane. 

Mrs. Taylor spoke bitterly of her nif 
band, who was in court.. He seemed 
‘unmoved. .
